liardner, was the only favorite to score a victory 
at Oakland to<la?r. He won the closing race and In 
so doing estnblisbe<l a new track record for seven- 
eighths of a mile. He ran the distance in l;2r»J. 
'Phe previous record was 1 :2C, lM*ld jointl.v by nine 
horses. Yellow Tail Pirst ran it in that time In 
Deceml>er, l.ssM). In January, lOdO, he equalknl It. 
In Felirn.nry of the same year Dr. Sheppard ran it 
in 1 :2d. Then .Montallade tle«I It in De<*einl>er. 1!KH). 
Ill Decemlier. 1!MI1, Criixados eipinlleil It. Princess 
Tlf.-inla was the next in January, 100.1, then Fossil 
in I>e<*eml>er.

ASKS THAT INDICTMENTS BE QUASHED. 

Judge Hart Will Hear Arguments In Tennessee 
Betting Cases This Afternoon. 

Nashville. Tenn., January 4. — In the Criminal 
Court J. M. Anderson, attorney for William Gerst, 
Jr., and William Hayes, indicted on a charge of 
iMokmaking and betting on a rH<*e nt Cinnl»erland 
Park last Saturday in violation of the anti-betting 
law passeil h.v the last legislature, flietl a motion 
to quash the indictments on the ground that the 
law is unconstitutional. In his motion Judge An- 
derson pleads that the presentment shows that at 
the time of the allege«l bet or wager Hayes was a 
licensed bookmaker and said bet or wager was made 
by him on the resnlt of a race run on a licensed 
track, that the act of 190.1 is invalid under Article 
2, Section 1.1, of the constitution, which provides 
that no bill shall become a law which embraces 
more than one subject to be expressetl in its face, 
and that the act of 1005 embraces other subjects 
separate and distinct from gambling or races. Gerst 
is chargeil with having bet $2 and Hayes with bet- 
ting $20. Judge Hart will hear arguments on me 
motion to quash Friday afternoon.

B, Smith Gentry, failed to 
produce a will. His widow. Mrs. Mamie Gen- 
try, appeared before the court today and asked that 
his brother, Richard Gentry, iie appointed ad- 
ministrator of the estate. He will take charge of 
the stockyards and various other business enter- 
prises of the deceased, but will allow R. L. Baker, 
the partner in the breeding and racing business of 
Baker & Gentry, to wind up that part of the estate. 
All of the horses will be disiM)sed of privately, if 
|K>ssible, and what is left will be consigned at auc- 
tion, prohabl.v next fall.

Is a 
sort of clearing house for racing Information, and 
In this <*onnection the results of the races at Ascot 
Park and Oakland are transmitted from this city 
to southern points wliere they have a love for the 
sport.

GAMELY TAKES HIS PUNISHMENT AND BEATS 
LITTLE GEORGE A HEAD. 

Judges Request Owner Peters to Leave City Park 
— Gold Enamel, Under Proper Handling, 

Wins Crescent Park Feature. 



New Orleans, La., January 4. — The two-year old 
raee at City Park this afternoon carried the mo.st In- 
terest. It produced a stretch duel between Bonart 
and Little George that drew full applause from the 
sjiectators. These two took stride for stride after 
turning for home and iiotli held on gamely under 
the punisliment they received. Troxler, by hard 
riding, managed to keep Bonart’s head in front and 
lie wmi by that margin. When the race was practi- 
cally over (^hamhlet began to run and dispLayed a 
fine turn of s|>eed. He was. in the vernacular, 
running over horses in the last sixteenth of a mile 
and got np in time to heat .McIntyre a head for 
third inone.v. While there is no intention to dls- 
cre«llt the races of Bonart and Little Gerirge, It was 
evident to dose oliservers that riiamblet was the 
best ivdt in the race. He seemed to like the going 
and run much better with blinkers on. This coir 
has by workwatchers been considereil the eifual of 
Baleslieil, lint in his first two races be did not run 
to ex|ie4‘tations. The blinkers were used to expert 
nient with and in the future he will wear them. 
His stable companion, Edxvard Wilder, is a gelding 
with speed. He was evidently .sWt. Tl.e Mwie oF 
the winner, .18 r, was goo<l for the going. 

Seven horses, the prf»perty of George Hendrie. of 
Detroit, arrived here this morning from Cumberland 
Park. Nashville. They are in charge of John 
Walters and among them are Nat B., The Gleam 
and King of Troy. 

Sir Andrew, the heavily backed favorite in the 
filth race, burst a blood vessel just before the 
three-quarters was reached and Hall pulled np. 
Tlie horse bled so profusely that jockey Young, 
who rode Mattie H.. was covered with blood. 

L. Peters was ordered by the judges at City Park 
today to vacate the stalls occupied by his horses 
and to take his charges from the grounds forth- 
with. About a week ago Peters claimed Gambler 
out of a race in w’hich his horse Reveille started. 
Peters sold Gambler to O. G. Parke, who is racing 
a string at Oescent Park. It developed, the officials 
say. that Peters was acting for Parke when he 
claimed Gambler. The judges took the view that 
it would he nnfair to other horsemen racing at 
City Park to permit one of their number to act as 
an agent for some one racing at the rival track. 
When a horse is claimed in this manner the man 
from whom the horse is taken has no means of re- 
taliating, unless he sliould have an agent at the 
other track and it Is not believed that the officials at 
Crescent Park would permit this sort of thing. 

A program of fair quality, which included a handi- 
cap at one mile, attracted a good attendance to 
Crescent Park this afternoon, despite the chilly 
weather. In the feature race the biggest upset of 
the afternoon occurred. Formaster, the heavll.v 
hacked odds-on favorite, was ignominionsly defeated 
by (lold Enamel, rhlden for tlie first time here by a 
good jockey, clearly vindicating the belief of critics 
that under capable handling he would have won pre- 
vious races lost solely through the liicompetency of 
Hollander. 

After Paul Clifford’s victory, he was bid up to 
$900 by P. King, owner of Mart Gentry, which bad 
finished second. This was an advance of $.*100 over 
his entere<l price. He was retalneil. 

Ingolthrift, the lieaten 4 to 5 favorite in the 
second race, w'as claimed by E. Trotter, owner of 
J. W. O’Neill, for $1,100, and was later resold to 
J. Powers, his former owner, at an advance of $200. 

Jockey was suspended for one week by 

the starter fd^|[||ii>edicii(V at the post in the first 
race. For a siminr offense yesterday Oimmins was 
also suspended for the same period. 

Jockey I'reeman complaiiietl to the jiviues after the 
fourth race that O’Neill, on St. Valentine, struck 
him .with Ids whip during the running of the race. 
O’Neill stated that his whip had broken ami he may 
have struck Freeman nniiitentionally. The judges 
disinissetl the complaint. 

JiM'kcy McLangliliii. who has lieen riding at City 
1‘ark, has signed to riile for W. H. Snyder & Co. 
and had his first mount at the old track today. 

J»H-key .Milton Henry, who is at present in Paris. 
France, writing to jm*key McIntyre, expressed bis 
lH*llef that the French .lo<*key Cliib at Its next meet- 
ing will restore him to favor and grant liiin a license 
to ride.
